Amend certain provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, a.d. 1899. 
1896, affecting the Congested Districts Board, and to — : 

make further provision for the expenses of that Board 
out of money provided by Parliament. 

E E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : —

So much of sub-section (5) of section forty-four of the 20 
principal Act as exempts the holdings therein mentioned from the 
provisions of the said Act of 1891 is hereby repealed. 

(4.) No stamp duty shall be payable on any purchase of land 
by the Board for the purpose of sales to tenants.
